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TheTRA EndorsesLegislation 
Against Service to Handbooks 


Editor’s note. Following is the text of a statement made September 20 before 
the Senate Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce by Spencer J. Drayton, 
executive secretary of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the United States, 
Inc., and president of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau. 

The full statement is published here because the TRA is one of the most impor- 
tant organizations in racing, representing 36 major tracks in the U. S., and because 
it is the first (aside from THe BLoop-Horse) to urge upon Congress a favorable vote 
on two bills aimed specifically against the “wire service” and illegal bookmaking. 
Text of the two bills (1563 and 1564) endorsed in Mr. Drayton’s statement was given 


in Tue Bioop-Horse of June 16, page 1057. 


Mr. Chairman: As Executive Secretary, 
I represent before this Committee the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, Inc. I am most apprecia- 
tive of the invitation from your Chairman 
to appear here today and present to the 
Committee the views of the TRA on Sen- 
ate Bills 1563, 1564, 1624 and 2116. Sev- 
eral of the Senate Committees in the past 
year and a half have made a careful study 
of illegal gambling in the United States, 
and these bills constitute direct action in 
attempting to curb illegal gambling ac- 
tivities. 

In May of 1950, upon the invitation 
of the Sub-committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce of the Senate, which 
was at that time studying the problem of 
the transmission of gambling information 
in interstate and foreign commerce, I 
appeared before that Committee. Upon 
that occasion, I stated that we would 
heartily endorse any legislation which 
would aid local law enforcement authori- 
ties in the elimination of illegal book- 
making. 

The TRA in its Code of Standards, 
prohibits its member tracks from grant- 
ing wire service privileges to anyone ex- 
cept regular and approved news outlets 
which do not directly or indirectly serve 
bookmakers, betting commissioners, or 
their agents. 

Today your Committee is considering 
several Senate Bills intended to curb wire 
service to bookmakers. Senate Bills 1563 
and 1564, I understand, were proposed 
following the exhaustive and very capable 
studies made during the past year by the 
Senate Special Committee to Investigate 
Organized Crime in Interstate Commerce. 

In these two bills, I believe that you now 
have legislation which will aid local law 
enforcement authorities in the minimiza- 
tion of illegal bookmaking. Perhaps even 
more important in these two bills is the 
power to effectively break up the monop- 
olistic nation-wide wire service which has 
been conveying gambling information to 
nearly every part of the United States, 
primarily for the use of illegal book- 
makers. 


It has been my opinion for some time, 
that it should be possible for local law 
enforcement authorities to adequately 
suppress bookmaking, just as they ade- 


‘quately police and suppress other types 


of violations of state and local laws. If 
this were the only situation, there should 
be no occasion for the Federal Govern- 
ment to intervene. 


When there is developed, however, a 
monopolistic enterprise such as the wire 
service, which supplies these bookmakers 
with the nearly instantaneous information 
which they need to meet competition in 
their illegal business, then there is a prob- 
lem too great to be effectively handled at 
the local law enforcement level. Murders, 
such as that of James Ragen of Chicago; 
Bugsy Siegel of Los Angeles; Charles 
Gargotta and Charles Binaggio of Kansas 
City, emphasize this point. We feel that 
the bookmakers’ wire service is definitely 
an evil and a very corrupting influence 
in all sports today. 

I believe that the proposed legislation 
now before your Committee can constitute 
a powerful weapon in breaking up this 
interstate monopoly; a monopoly which 
has tended to weld together into some 
form of national syndicate illegal book- 
making operations all over the country. 
I believe that if you can thus effectively 
break up the national aspects and nerve 
centers of this nation-wide network which 
is carrying gambling information for 
illegal purposes, you will greatly aid local 
law enforcement authorities to then 
suppress and better control their problem 
of law violation in the gambling field. 

Not only do we consider the legislation 
proposed in Senate Bills 1563 and 1564 
is properly aimed at the very heart of 
the problem, namely the wire service 
which carries this information for illegal 
use; but, with one slight change, we also 
believe that the legislation has been so 
drafted that it carefully exempts legitimate 
press and radio channels through which 
information is properly transmitted as 
sporting news to the millions of sports 
fans in this country. 
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The minor change to which I refer 
would be to add to line 4 on page 5 of 
S. 1563 the words “or periodical” in order 
to properly exempt the many excellent 
daily, weekly and monthly publications 
which deal with sports. 


We are opposed to Senate Bill 2116 in- 
asmuch as we feel that the legislation pro- 
posed by Senator O’Conor for himself, 
Senators Kefauver, Hunt, Tobey and 
Wiley, in Senate Bills 1563 and 1564 is 
much better and attacks the problem 
along much more practicable lines. A bill 
similar to S. 2116 was introduced in the 
previous session of Congress, and _ this 
legislation was opposed by all official seg- 
ments of racing as well as many others 
engaged in sports. 

The proposed Senate Bill No. 1624, Sec- 
tions 1301, 1302 and 1303, appears to be 
designed for the purpose of preventing 
illegal lotteries and sweepstakes in inter- 
state commerce. It might be _ possible, 
however, that some of the language therein 
might be construed to apply to informa- 
tion regarding Thoroughbred horse rac- 
ing legally conducted under local state 
statutes. It is our understanding that such 
was not the intention of the legislators 
in drafting the bill. For this reason I had 
several conferences with the counsel for 
the Committee drafting this proposed 
legislation. In these conferences I pointed 
out that Sections 1301, 1302 and 1303 
might affect horse racing upon which 
pari-mutuel betting was legal under the 
applicable state laws. It is my further un- 
derstanding that in order to clarify this 
situation, an amendment has been pro- 
posed by Senator Hunt for himself, Sena- 
tors O’Conor, Kefauver, Tobey and Wiley,

ne reasons readily apparent in preceding paragraphs, it 

is preferable to let a young stallion complete his first 
service or perhaps two services before obtaining a semen sam- 
ple for examination. In addition to some of the difficulties 
that could be encountered in some of the cases mentioned 
previously, the semen from the first ejaculate is not always 
representative. That is, many dead cells are present, and 
often there is an abnormally high percentage of deformed 
sperm cells or even an abnormally small total count of the 
sperm cells. Samples obiained from the second or third 
service are much easier to evaluate. and they form a more 
dependable basis from which to plan a stallion’s breeding 
program. 

The use of a condom, which is essential to obtaining 
a complete ejaculate, at the first service is likely to add to the 
already difficult situation by distracting the horse’s attention 
from the business at hand. After a horse has completed a 
service, there is not the tendency to pay too much attention 
to such side issues. It is virtually impossible to get the 
Thoroughbred stallion, whether he is young or experienced, 
to work in the so-called breeding bags ordinarily available 
on the market. By the use of a condom especially de- 
signed for use on the Thoroughbred or any of the light breeds, 
very little difficulty is experienced in obtaining a satisfac- 
tory sample of semen. The stallion is brought into the breed- 
ing shed as for normal breeding, and when he “lets down” 
and is about ready to mount the mare, the condom is put on. 
This is done without washing the stallion off beforehand. as 
the condom tends to stay on better with the dry surface. Care 
is taken to express all the air possible from the condom so it 
fits as snugly as possible. Lubricating jelly is applied to the 
condom and to the area around the vulva of the mare, and 
the stallion then is allowed to mount and serve her. As the 
stallien comes down, the condom is carefully removed, and 


the contents are placed into a graduate to measure the total 
volume. 


The color and consistency of the semen are noted as a 
drop of semen is placed on a glass slide for microscopic exam- 
iniation. This examination is made as soon as possible after ob- 
taining the semen, and the percentage of actively motile or 
moving cells is noted, along with the grade of initial motility. 
In other words, the technician wants to determine as accurately 
as possible whether 10 per cent, 50 per cent, or 80 per cent of 
the cells are alive and moving around. He grades motility by the 
aggressiveness of the motion: whether the cells are moving slow- 
ly and around in circles, or aimlessly, or with a vigorous, aggres- 
sive motion in straight, determined paths. Following the initial 
motility determination, special attention is paid to any red blood 
cells or pus cells that are noted in excessive amounts. A small 
sample of semen then is taken from the graduate to be kept 
at room temperature and examined hourly to determine how 
long the sperm cells maintain their active motility. 


A sperm count is made in the same manner as a blood

count: in fact. the same type of counting chamber or slide is 
used. The number of cells per cubic centimeter is determined 
in this way. and this figure is multiplied by the number of 
cubic centimeters in the total volume of the complete ejaculate 
to determine the total sperm count. Actually, the volume of 
the complete ejaculate and the number of sperm cells per 
cubic centimeter vary considerably between normal horses. 
Some individuals have a high count per cubic centimeter, 
with perhaps a 30 cc. volume, while another stallion may have 
half the count per cubic centimeter but may have as much 
as 60 or 70 cubic centimeters in total volume, so the total 
sperm count would average about the same. 


Finally, a thin film of the semen is made on a microscope 
slide and is stained with a special stain that brings out the 
detailed morphology or structure of the individual sperm cell. 
From this stained preparation, the technician is able to see any 
gross deformity in the cells. 


The semen examination is a job for a trained technician, 
and the description of the method given here is only to ac- 
quaint the reader in a general way with the object of the 
examination. 


In practice, it is extremely difficult if not impossible to 
state with infallible accuracy what the relative fertility of an 
untried horse may be simply by examining the semen. If a 
horse has been bred several times, and at each examination 
there is a complete absence of sperm cells, it can be stated 
with certainty that he is sterile. In the case of a young horse 
showing a very poor quality of semen with a low count, an 
abnormal number of dead cells, poor color and consistency, 
but still with a few live and reasonably active cells, any state- 
ment or conclusion as to his fertility should be withheld un- 
til has over-all physical condition and any treatment deemed 
necessary shall have had a chance to exert their influence. 
Some horses with what appears to be an unusually poor qual- 
ity of semen are able to get a surprising percentage of their 
mares in foal when they are actually put to the test. On the 
other hand, an occasional stallion that finds practically all his 
mares coming back to him in late May may be producing a 
semen that appears to be within the normal limits in all re- 
spects. The value of the semen examination then, aside from 
ruling out absolutely sterile horses at the beginning, and pos- 
sibly classifying a few to be watched rather closely, with a 
view to limiting their books, comes from a number of examina- 
tions over a long period. This enables the veterinarian to 
pick up any individual variation and to keep minor conditions 
from developing into something serious. 

In the event that a horse is sterile, that is, he shows no 
sperm cells at all after repeated breedings, little practical 
good will come from treating him. No amount of hormone. 
vitamin, mineral, or radiation treatment will cause a destroyed 
germinal epithelium (the sperm-producing lining of the small 
tubules of the testicle) to regenerate any more than the same

The selection for the 1951 dinner, an- 
nounced recently by Dan W. Scott, the 
club president, is Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane, owner of the Brookmeade Stable 
and Brookmeade Farm, whose racing es- 
tablishment was the leading money-win- 
ning stable of 1950. and who has been 
a solid supporter of racing and breeding 
since she entered the sport in 1924, 

The dinner will be held at Lexington 
on October 18, at the Joyland Park Ca- 
sino, where the last few dinners have 
been held. The cost will be $10 for each 
guest. Tickets may be obtained through 
Gus Owens, the club secretary, at 145 
East Short Street, Lexington, or Miss 
Frances Kane, at THE BLoop-Horse. Joe 
H. Palmer, of the New York Herald Tri- 


bune, will be the toastmaster. 


Mrs. Sloane will be the 20th person to 
be recognized at one of the annual din- 
ners, and will be the second woman. The 
only other woman chosen for the honor 
was the late Mrs. Payne Whitney, in 1938. 

Mrs. Sloane organized her Brookmeade 
Stable in 1924, with the purchase of one 
horse, but her establishment has steadily 
grown in prestige and importance, and 
her breeding farm operation in- 
cludes 850 acres at Upperville, Va. Her 
racing stable, under Trainer Preston 
Burch, has been highly successful, and is 
among the leading stables of 1951. In 
1934, when Cavalcade won the Kentucky 
Derby carrying the royal blue and white 
silks, and High Quest won the Preak- 
ness Stakes. with Cavalcade second, 
Brookmeade was the leading U.S. stable. 
The winnings in 1934 amounted to $251,- 
138. In 1950 they were $651,399. 

Among the horses in the 1950 stable 
were the stakes winners Greek Ship. Sun- 
glow. Atalanta, Going Away, Dart By, and 
Ouija. several of which were bred by the 
Brookmeade Stable. Altogether they ac- 
counted for 100 wins, 94 seconds, and 61 
thirds. The Brookmeade Stable also was 
third on the list of leading money win- 
ners in 1933. Its principal performer that 
year was Inlander, which won the Arling- 
ton Classic and the Travers Stakes in the 
mud. In recent years the Brookmeade 
Stable has included an increasing num- 
ber of home-bred horses, though Mrs. 


Sloane has always been a liberal patron 
of the yearling sales at Keeneland and 
Saratoga. 

The first horse to carry the Brook- 
meade colors was Sky Scraper II. which 
won the Patuxent and the Manley Steeple- 
chase Handicaps in 1924. Brookmeade 
Farm was established at Upperville in 
1929. It is very well appointed for both 
breeding training Thoroughbreds. 
Some of the Brookmeade mares also are 
kept in Kentucky. Stallions owned by 
Mrs. Sloane are Grand Admiral and Star 
Beacon. in Virginia, and By Jimminy, at 
Harrie B. Scott’s Shandon Farm. Lexing- 
ton. By Jimminy is the sire of the home- 
bred Bold. with which Brookmeade won 
the Preakness Stakes this year. First stal- 
lion placed at stud by Mrs. Sloane was 
Brooms, with which she had won the 
Hopeful Stakes of 1927. 


Mrs. Sloane is the former Miss Isabel 
Cleves Dodge, a daughter of John F. 
Dodge. who with his brother Horace 
founded the Dodge Brothers firm of auto- 
mobile manufacturers. In 1949, Mrs. 
Sloane was voted the leading breeder of 
the year by the New York Turf Writers’ 
Association. 


Among the leading horses raced by the 
Brookmeade Stable have been Cavalcade. 
High Quest. Psychic Bid, Caesar’s Ghost. 
Okapi. Blockade, and Appeal, in the 
earlier days of the stable. Since 1929, 
Brookmeade Stable has bred 34 stakes 
winners, an excellent record. They are

A Dinner Purse and a Dinner; 


What Made Oh Leo Flineh? 


I cannot take credit for discovering that 
air travel is the quickest and most con- 
venient way of getting around, providing 
you live to tell about it, but I can occa- 
sionally take advantage of the fact to pay 
a visit that probably would have to be 
passed up otherwise. This happened last 
week when the Illinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association held its annual Din- 
ner Purse at the Hawthorne track. 

It was the tightest schedule I have ever 
followed, teetotally speaking: 2 hours and 
1 minute from Chicago to Lexington, 10 
minutes from the airport to the race track. 
Watched the races and attended the din- 
ner. Spent the night at the track at Bob 
and Gene Carey’s cottage. Then 10 min- 
utes to the airport next morning, and 2 
hours and 2 minutes back to Lexington. I 
saw horses and horse people mainly, there- 
fore, and had nothing to do with Chicago 
except to use some of its air. 

Hawthorne and  Sportsman’s Park 
back against each other, and at first a 
man thinks he’s seeing double or is look- 
ing into a mirror.

Germans, at Libertyville, Ill., had his first 
victory in the race. 

There was a bustle afterward as the 
presentation group hurried to the win- 
ner’s circle, Frank Butzow with a cup, 
Elmo Jordan with some roses, and Mar- 
shall Cassidy with some dignity. The party 
was duly photographed with Trainer Dave 
Hurn (Mr. Florsheim wasn’t there), and 
three races later everyone was ready to 
begin thinking about food. 

The dinner part of the Dinner Purse 
was as successful as the race had been. 
The Messrs. Butzow and Jordan, presi-

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dent and secretary, respectively, of the 
breeders’ association, had things well or- 
ganized. Their principal speakers were 
Mr. Cassidy and Jack Denis. 

Mr. Cassidy extended greetings to the 
Illinois breeders from The Jockey Club, 
and after that let the very popular film 
patrol movie do the talking for him. It 
was quite well received, both by the breed- 
ers and a good many of the jockeys at 
Hawthorne, who attended as guests of the 
track management. Mr. Denis briefly 
sketched the activities of the National 
Association of Thoroughbred Breeders, of 
which he is the president, and presented 
to Dave Hurn the winner’s trophy from 
the race. 


Both speakers were under a handicap. 
Mr. Cassidy had been tortured by a den- 
tist that morning in New York. and when 
he arrived at Hawthorne about three 
hours later by plane he was feeling con- 
siderable pain. Mr. Denis was fresh off 
an operating table (though not that same 
day), and was under wraps, literally. 
But they kept their engagements, and their 
remarks were enjoyed by the Illinois 
group. Stuyvesant Peabody, chairman of 
the Illinois Racing Board, and Bob Carey, 
president of Hawthorne, also spoke. 

Mr. Cassidy had with him the Jockey 
Club movie of activities at the Avon, 
N. Y., breeding station. This film is slight- 
ly out of date, from a time standpoint, 
but it is a very good public relations 
measure, probably the best of its kind that 
I have seen for general public viewing. 

An added starter showed up in the form 
of a film patrol movie made at Holly- 
wood Park by Joe Hernandez, who has 
introduced a new set-up for taking race 
pictures, including cameras using sound 
film upon which the race announcer’s 
voice can be recorded. The movies were 
quite acceptable. and need only a little 
more technical proficiency to be first 
class. The chief drawback with the one 
shown at Hawthorne seemed to be that 
part of the field was lost at times, es- 
pecially when the front horses had passed 
the camera location. In any case, the pa- 
trol films from both New York and Holly- 
wood Park demonstrated what a camera 
can do toward developing better riders 
and cleaner riding. 

But it was an unscheduled film that 
really showed the worth of a camera. This 
was a color movie made by a Chicago 
physician who seems to have no connec- 
tion with racing other than filming some 
of the bigger races for his own pleasure. 
He showed up with (or sent, I didn’t get 
it straight) a very good movie of the Arl- 
ington Futurity, a race which has been 
much talked about by horsemen at Chi- 
cago. There has been considerable debate 
as to whether Steve Brooks, on Hill Gail, 
the winner, had hit Oh Leo, the second 
horse, with his whip. There was no ques-

When Leuis B. Mayer visited the Keene- 
land Summer Sales a few weeks ago and 
bought 13 horses for $265.800, it seems 
he was not spending his own money. The 
Hollywood version now is that he bought 
them for his son-in-law, William Goetz. 
and when the horses make their racing 
debuts this winter at Santa Anita, or 
perhaps later, it will be in the familiar 
silks of Mr. Goetz. 

It is a strange twist to an intriguing 
story. and you may wonder why Mr. 
Mayer. who is a pretty busy man, should 
take time off to sit at ringside and buy 
a group of horses for someone else. The 
explanation, as given to me, is that Mr. 
Mayer enjoys it. Yearling sales, like 
racing, are to him a form of relaxation. 
And through his association with Thor- 
oughbreds, he has come to be an excellent 
judge of bloodlines and horseflesh. In this 
he is more qualified than Mr. Goetz. 

As for Princess Lygia, she too will race 
in the silks of Mr. Goetz when next she 
makes an appearance. It seems that the 
deal for Princess Lygia came up rather 
suddenly, at a time when Mr. Goetz was 
enjoying a vacation at sea. There was 
not the time to communicate with him, so 
Mr. Mayer closed the deal with Harry 
Trotsek. It so happened, I am informed, 
that there was, just by the merest chance, 
a set of Mayer’s silks in Chicago at the 
time. and so Princess Lygia carried them 
in the only race in which she met defeat. 
In view of the many stories heralding 
Mr. Mayer’s return to racing, all of this 
requires some understanding. But that is 
the story. as I get it, and if anyone came 
in late he will have to do his own research 
to make the pieces all fit together. . 
There is one point. however, that is very 
easily understandable. Harry Daniels will 
train the horses—Princess Lygia. the 
yearlings and, of course, the present mem- 
bers of the Goetz stable. Harry has done 
an outstanding job with such horses as 
Your Host, Grantor, and Thataway, and 
it would be difficult, indeed, for Mr. 
Mayer. or Mr. Goetz. to find a more cap- 
able trainer. There were a lot of folks. 
including this reporter on occasions, who 
tried to tell Harry how to train Your Host. 
But all he ever did was shift his cigar

from one side of his mouth to the other. 
and continue with his own ideas. And 
Your Host managed to do all right until 
the time of his unfortunate eccident. 

There is. of course. a letdown feeling 
that Mr. Mayer, after all, is not back in 
racing. But the excellent prospects he pur- 
chased at Keeneland will be in California 
soon, and there is the assurance of his 
continued interest in the sport. That is 
what counts most. 


HUGS AND KISSES. There was quite 
a scene down at old Del Mar when the 
surfside season drew to a close. In the Fu- 
turity Stakes, the favorite was Big Noise. 
a handsome chestnut colt by *Khaled 
with a blaze face and three white stock- 
ings. He was bred and is owned by Betty 
Grable and her husband, Harry James. 
Betty had the pleasure of seeing Big Noise 
win, but Harry. who had a date with his 
band in Balboa and had to be sure of 
beating the traffic away from the track, 
watched the race from “Tightwad Hill.” 


“There I was.” Betty said after the 
race, “looking through my binoculars at 
Big Noise, then looking up on the hill to 
see Harry.” It was a close finish, and Betty 
was waiting on the track when the placing 
judges got through examining the Photo- 
chart and flashed Big Noise’s number on 
the board. Jockey Ralph Neves, the lucky 
so-and-so, gave a leap and landed some- 
where up around Betty’s well-upholstered 
middle. It was close enough. anyway. so 
that Ralph had his arms around her neck. 
and gave her a big kiss. Betty then gave 
Trainer Hack Ross a kiss, and then turned 
her affections on Big Noise. 


It was the first big stakes Betty Grable 
and Harry James have won since they 
have been in racing. so you can under- 
stand the reason for all the celebration. 

For a long time Big Noise has looked 
as though he may develop into quite a 
runner. He has always had speed. but 
he lost a stakes or two at Hollywood 
Park by racing greenly. He had trouble 
changing leads on the turns. and he was 
always winding up out in the middle of 
the race track, losing many lengths. In 
the Futurity. Big Noise raced true all the 
time, came on at the quarter-pole with a 
burst of speed, and then hung on gamely 
in a hard drive to post a nose decision 
over Challtack. 


He looks like a colt that will keep 


right on improving, and he should do well 
over a distance of ground. It is true that 
Challtack was catching him in the Futur- 
ity, but only because Big Noise had been 
called upon for his speed earlier in the 
race. Hack Ross thinks he has a good 
Derby prospect in Big Noise, and_ this 
reporter believes the colt will be much 
better at three than he ever was as a 2- 
year-old. 

Big Noise, as you know. is from the 
first crop by *Khaled, which stands at Rex 
Ellsworth’s ranch at Ontario. There was 
a suspicion when *Khaled first entered 
the stud that he might become the top 
sire in California. In one season. he has 
just about cinched that honor. for besides 
Big Noise, he is also the sire of Nurse 
O’War, certainly one of the very finest 
2-year-old fillies in California. 

There is an interesting bit of back- 
ground on Nurse O’War. Her dam, Am- 
phibian, was sold several years ago by 
Elwood (The Pieman) Johnston to Calu- 
met Farm. Amphibian, at the time, was 
carrying Nurse O’War, and the only condi- 
tion of the sale was that Mr. Johnston 
should get her foal. On the eve of the 
Debutante Stakes at Del Mar, in which 
Nurse O’War finished second to Tonga, 
Mr. Johnston turned down an offer of 
$60.000 for the filly. 


SUMMARY. In just about every re- 
spect, the season at Del Mar was one of 
the very best the surfside course has 
ever had. The racing was excellent, and 
the riding was outstanding. Horses like 
Blue Reading, Grantor, Oats, Sona, Tonga, 
Nurse O’War, Big Noise and Challtack all 
contributed to a memorable meeting. Blue 
Reading, by the way, has come back to the 
races looking better and running stronger 
than ever. His victory in the Del Mar 
Handicap was terrific, and there are not 
many handicap horses in the country 
right now that could have beaten him 
that day. 


Total handle for the season was $25,061,- 
087, for a daily average of $626.527 and 
an increase of 12.1 per cent over last year. 
Aggregate attendance was 392.893, for 
a daily average of 9,822, an increase of 
10.3. per cent over last summer. The 
figures look better when you remember 
that during the final three weeks last 
summer, Del Mar ran nine races a day. 
This season they stuck with the conven- 
tional eight. except on Saturdays and 
holidays. 

Among the familiar champions were 
Wee Willie Shoemaker and R. H. (Red) 
McDaniel. Willie Shoemaker rode 46 win- 
ners to lead the jockeys, as usual, and 
Mr. McDaniel saddled 32 winners—only 
one fewer than he had a year ago in a 
meeting that lasted one day longer. 

Del Mar‘s board of directors voted a 
$85-a-share dividend, which is a better re- 
turn on your money than playing favorites.

Eternal Moon was foaled on February 8, 1949, 
at Dr. Horace N. Davis’ Bluegrass Heights Farm, 
at Lexington, where the Allen T. Simmons breed- 
ing stock was being kept at that time. In line 
with the Simmons policy then current, he was 
broken by Mrs. Helen Stewart, daughter of W. G. 
Douglass, the very good trainer of 2-year-olds, and 
was sold privately at Hialeah Park as a 2-year- 
old. The price was $20,000 .and the buyer was 
Maurice A. White, of Chicago, a former manu- 
facturer of precision tools, who races as the 
Emerald Hill Stable. The son of Eternal Bull 
was fourth in his first two starts, and won his 
third. He won another race later at Gulfstream 
Park, and did not win again until the Cowdin 
Stakes; however, he has ben a_ consistent per- 
former, and acquitted himself well in stakes com- 
pany, though he was not a stakes winner. 

Eternal Moon won the Cowdin with a rush in 
the stretch that carried him past Baybrook after 
the Knight colt had raced the front-running This 
Side into defeat. Baybrook outfought This Side 
and was ready to take the lead when Eternal 
Moon sped alongside and moved to the front, 
to win by three lengths. Cold Command also 
came from the rear, to take second money. 

The Emerald Stable colt is the first stakes 
winner of the year for his sire, Eternal Bull, 
which is owned by Mr. Simmons and stands at 
Circle M Farm, Lexington, and is the fifth for 
him all told. He is the third named foal and third 
winner for his dam, *Angel, which has a wean-

ling colt by the same sire and is in foal again 
to Eternal Bull. Her yearling of 1951, for 
which Wallace Gilroy paid $10,100 at the recent 
Keeneland Summer Sales, is in training at Keene- 
land under the supervision of Dan Midkiff. He 
is a sturdy, well made colt, and looks like a 
prospective winner. 

In the Cowdin, Eternal Moon carried 114 
pounds, eight pounds under the base weight of 
122. which was carried only by Baybrook. As 
a non-winner of three races, Eternal Moon was 
entitled to the concession.

Mr. Fox was foaled on May 17, 1946, at Walter 
P. Chrysler Jr..s North Wales Stud, Warrenton, 
Va. He was sold at the Saratoga Sales of 1947 
to Dixie McKinley, Lexington automobile dealer, 
for $3,600, from the Chrysler consignment. He 
raced for Mr. McKinley as a 2-year-old (two 
starts) and was claimed from him early in his 
3-year-old year for $3,500 by the Del Farro Stable. 
Since then he has raced for various owners and 
has been claimed for various prices, ranging from 
$1.800 to $6,000, at which latter figure Mrs. 
McCabe obtained him from Mrs. S. Lewin at 
Hialeah Park in February, 1951. 

As a 3-year-old, Mr. Fox was something less 
than a sensation, winning only one race from 
14 starts, but at four and five he has been a 
useful performer. His best level of racing has 
been attained this year, and the Charles W. 
Bidwill Memorial represented his ninth victory 
of the season, and 20th placing, from 26 starts. 
He has been racing on the turf courses at Chi- 
cago this year with fair success, and on July 27, 
at Arlington Park, he set a new track record on 
the grass of 1:554 for 1; miles. In the Meadow- 
land Handicap, over the infield course at Wash- 
ington Park, he was third to Volcanic and 
*Cuore. Earlier he had been second to Kosadus 
in the Lincoln Handicap, at Lincoln Fields. 

In the Bidwill Memorial, the son of *Chrysler 
II took an early lead, lost it to Yellmantown, 
but kept the Breezy Crest runner pressure and 
regained the lead in the stretch, when Yellman- 
town faltered and Oil Capitol challenged. 

Mr. Fox is the first stakes winner of 1951 for 
his sire, *Chrysler II, which was bought by C. T. 
Chenery, of Virginia, at the dispersal of the 
Chrysler horses at Saratoga in August, 1949. All 
told, he is the fourth stakes winner for the stal- 
lion. No recent foal reports have been received

A new 
stallion at the Dario place for 1952 will 
be Mel Hash, a young stakes-winning son 
of Hash—Cordicay, by Cri de Guerre. Mel 
Hash will stand for $250 with return.

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


A Winner for the Syndicate; 
Bed o’ Roses’ Fine Effort 


New York 


Of course Eternal Moon upset all ex- 
pectation in the Cowdin Stakes and would 
have been 60 to 1 instead of 32 to 1 had 
he not been in the pari-mutuel field; the 
Glendale Steeplechase was so close that 
the only jockey in the first three who was 
sure he hadn’t won it was Frank Adams, 
who had; and the Beldame was one of 
the season’s great races for fillies and 
mares. But to a great many people the 
feature of Aqueduct’s closing week, if 
not of the meeting, was the first race on 
the final Saturday, a $5,000 claiming af- 
fair for 2-year-old maidens, at six fur- 
longs. The winner was a Whirlaway filly 
named Saucy, which has an indeterminate 
amount of owners—about 150 at a guess. 
The story is brought up here for its in- 
trinsic worth, and as a lesson to people 
who hang around the paddock asking 
trainers if they like their horse. 


Saucy has been mentioned in_ these 
notes before. Because Dick Andrade, of 
Dallas, does not have the sort of mind 
which goes quietly down the middle of 
the road, she was split up into a great 
many parts, mostly 1/256ths, and has 
been syndicated on a nation-wide basis. 
Bulletins are issued each month or so on 
her progress, and members of the syndi- 
cate have been furnished with gold and 
blue bow ties to wear when she runs. 
There is considerably more to this, but 
you'll get the idea. 


Saucy started first in Chicago and 
ran last, not even making the next-to- 
last horse hustle. Then she ran eighth 
of eleven, and in a third start ran last 
again. This troubled the Little Mothers 
Club in Dallas. the nucleus of the Saucy 
Syndicate, and Ben Jones was asked to 
go and inspect the filly. He reported she 
was underweight and recommended she 
be sent back to the farm and rested. Mr. 
Andrade duly reported this in his August 
bulletin. Then he added, “What does this 
Jones know about horses, anyway?” and 
sent the filly to New York, where Walter 
Kelley took her over. She came up for 
action on September 22. 

One member of the syndicate talked 
with Mr. Andrade on the telephone that 
morning, and was told, “This isn’t the 
day.” Another went down to the saddling 
paddock to cross-examine Mr. Kelley, and 
emerged with, “Not a chance.” This ob- 
server, reasoning that if Ben Jones didn’t 


know anything about her, neither did the 
trainer or the head of the Saucy Syndi- 
cate. went ahead and bet, and so did 
various other members of the syndicate 
who put loyalty above prospective gain. 
Saucy went flying to the front at the 
break and that was really all there was 
to it until Aqueduct posted a pari-mu- 
tuel price of $59.10. 

The mathematics of the situation are 
not quite attainable, because the member- 
ship of this syndicate fluctuates a little. 
But the training bill for June and July 
was $3.62 for each 1/256th. For the same 
share, the September 22 purse netted 
about $15, so I figure I am ahead, even 
after the August and September training 
bills appear. I shall listen with scant 
sympathy to people who complain of how 
expensive it is to run a stable. Not the 
right kind of stock, that’s all. 


CHANGE. Rather unlucky loser of the 
Beldame was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Bed o° 
Roses. She ran twice at Santa Anita 
early in the year, you may remember, 
and was right on top of the money in 
the Maturity Stakes when she got a 
fissure fracture in the lower bone of her 
foot. She was third in both of these races. 
She was taken along very slowly, and did 
not start until Saratoga, where she won 
at six furlongs. Then on September 14 
she ran a perfectly vile race at a mile and 
a sixteenth, behind Red Camelia and oth- 
ers, finishing last. Guerin reported that, 
except for a very few strides, she wouldn’t 
extend herself. 


The stable made several guesses. One 
was that. since her only other really bad 
race had been in the 1950 Beldame— 
her stablemate. Next Move, won it— 
maybe she didn’t like the Aqueduct track. 
Another was that the plastic blinkers had 
bothered her. These have a transparent 
cup which comes half-way across the eye 
in front—from the bottom up—and these 
were pretty dirty when she got back, and 
there was a possibility that she hadn’t 
been able to see well. Also she was wear- 
ing steel shoes. It was manifestly impos- 
sible to do anything about the track, so 
she was replated with aluminum shoes, 
put in the more conventional blinkers, 
and then she ran what would have been 
a winning race at scale weight. At least 
she would have beaten Thelma Berger at 
scale, for she was giving the winner 12 
pounds by the scale and was beaten two 
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lengths after getting briefly to the front. 
She was getting two from Kiss Me Kate, 
which was a_ half-length farther away, 
and at scale this would have been closer. 
At all events, we may assume that Bed 
o’ Roses has come back to something like 
her old form, and that one outlet for 
plastic blinkers has been closed. 


INFORMATION. This department 
gravely doubts that Aqueduct’s new shoe 
board, erected on top of the totalisator, 
helped anybody to win a bet, except in 
the sense that a pin stuck through a pro- 
gram may help. But it seemed to be 
popular with the customers, who welcome 
any sort of information, even if it comes 
through a ouija board. There has always 
been a shoe board, of course, but it was 
away off near the saddling paddock, and 
while anybody could walk down and see 
it, there would have been quite a traffic 
jam if any considerable number of the 
customers had tried it. 

Belmont will not have a shoe board on 
its totalisator, for reasons which seem in- 
completely explained. But there will be 
a new one, of all places, in the press-box, 
where it can exist for no other reason 
than to keep the boys quiet, which it won’t 
do at all. 

There was, you understand, a some- 
what new attitude toward the horseplay- 
ers at Aqueduct, and the old one is still 
running comfortably at Belmont. It may 
be added, with seeming irrelevance, that 
Belmont had a tiny decrease in attendance 
last spring, and the smallest betting in- 
crease any of the New York tracks have 
enjoyed this year. Aqueduct, at its fall 
meeting, had the biggest gain of any in 
both departments. 

This does not make a convincing argu- 
ment at Belmont. There is, I must admit, 
something to be said for the position of 
a track which said, “We'll put on the 
show the way we think it ought to be put 
on, and such people as like it that way 
may come and see it.” And, of course, 
its much easier to get around if the 
place isn’t crowded. 


NARRAGANSETT SUMMARY 


Narragansett Park’s 24-day autumn 
meet added $1,365,690 in tax money to 
the Rhode Island State treasury. Coupled 
with the $1,318,641 in taxes from the 


track’s summer meeting, this season’s 
total was $2,684,332. 
Apprentice Charlie Burr took top 


jockey honors with 44 victories. He was 
awarded a trophy by the New England 
Turf Writers Association for “outstand- 
ing services to New England racing,” and 
another from the track as the leading 
rider of the meet. Ralph Borgemenke 
scored with 31 winners, Dick Thompson 
with 18, and Gene Pederson with 14. 
Jimmy Davern and Emilio Rodriguez tied 
with 10 each.

tion about Oh Leo’s having tried to bite 
the Calumet colt during the race, but 
the whip question had been unresolved. 
The doctor’s movie of the race did not 
completely settle the matter of the whip, 
but it indicated that something caused Oh 
Leo to duck as if he had been hit in the 
face: the film shows Hill Gail in front. 
nearing the wire, and Oh Leo ranging up 


outside him. Oh Leo is digging in like a 
colt with nothing on his mind but running, 
when suddenly he throws up his head as 
a horse will that has been slapped, or 
slapped at. That sequence was re-run sev- 
eral times for the benefit of the audience, 
and particularly for Owner-Trainer Dunn, 
who saddled Oh Leo for the race. There 
is no mistaking that Oh Leo flinched from 
something, but the movie was made at 
quite a distance from the track, probably 
from the grandstand roof, and the image 
of the horses on the film is too small to 
record such a detail as a flailing whip. 
A head-on view of the race, such as would 
be provided by a film patrol camera, prob- 
ably would have settled the question. The 
matter now will be debated for years, as 
another sporting incident at Chicago, the 
Dempsey-Tunney long count, has been 
argued since 1927. 

During the course of the evening, when 
introductions were being made, the breed- 
ers presented to Bob Carey, the Haw- 
thorne president, an honorary member- 
ship in the association. It is the only hon- 
orary membership ever given out by the 
group. and was voted in recognition of 
Mr. Carey’s co-operation with the horse- 
men. The Hawthorne president seems to 
get a lot of enjoyment out of racing. He 
puts aside his other considerable busi- 
ness during the meeting, and even lives at 
the track for the duration. His cottage is 
located at the head of the 614-furlong 
chute, and promptly at 7 o’clock each 
morning the inmates are aroused by the 


starting bell as Ruby White begins to 
school. Bob Carey and his brother Gene, 
who leaves his California ranch for the 
Hawthorne season, are accessible to the 
horsemen, and watch the condition of the 
racing strip as closely as if they were 
racing their own horses. However, a new 
interest will take precedence as soon as 
racing is finished at Hawthorne—Bob 
Carey’s son is second-string quarterback 
at Notre Dame, and as his father and 
uncle point out, that’s not bad for a fresh- 
man. 


STUD PLANS FOR YOUR HOST 


Your Host, which received a_ broken 
shoulder bone in a spill at Santa Anita 
Park last winter, has improved consider- 
ably under treatment and will enter the 
stud in 1952 at George Stratton’s Circle 
S Ranch, Canoga Park, Calif. The son of 
*Alibhai—*Boudoir II, by *Mahmoud, 
has been bred to a test mare, and seems 
able to handle stud duties. 

After the injury to Your Host this 
year, there was a difference of opinion 
among veterinarians as to the advisability 
of destroying him. Lloyds of London, who 
had insured him, paid $250,000, the value 
of the policy, to William Goetz, his own- 
er, and placed him under treatment. The 
insurance company now owns the 4-year- 
old.

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treatment will cause another eyeball or an ear to grow back in 
place of one that has been destroyed. If this all-important 
tissue has been only partially destroyed or altered to a minor 
extent, and there is still activity as evidenced by the presence 
of some live sperm cells, then there is a chance that proper 
treatment and time will improve the fertility to a degree that 
makes breeding the stallion a practical proposition. 


Needless to say, there is plenty of room for work in this 
particular field of medical research, both animal and human. 
Many questions need to be answered to fill in the wide gaps 
in our present knowledge of the subject, but in the mean- 
time, breeders and veterinarians should be encouraged to make 
use of the knowledge and techniques that we do have. This 
is worth while, because it not only furnishes the breeder or 
owner as complete a picture as possible, but it stimulates 
work on the subject that is bound to result sooner or later in 
additional knowledge and an improvement in techniques. 


In the appraisal of a semen sample in the light of an 
examination of the nature just described, it cannot be said 
that one factor is more important than another. The fertiliz- 
ing quality of the sample is dependent upon the sum total 
of all factors: the total volume, motility, color, consistency, 
count, and morphology. It is absolutely necessary to have 
a complete ejaculate in order to make a truly complete and 
accurate examination. 

While on the subject of semen, it may be well to consider 
briefly the factors that can effect its quality. In both the 
human and animal medical fields, a great deal of study, time, 
and treatment are devoted to the problem of so-called sterility. 
Actually, the problem is basically one of impaired fertility 
rather than sterility. As stated earlier, when a condition of 
absolute sterility exists, it is caused by disease or damage to 
the reproductive system that is beyond repair. Insofar as horse 
breeding is concerned, we see relatively few cases of absolute 
sterility, but stallions with impaired or lowered fertility are not 
at all unusual. This is readily understandable when it is 
known that in human studies, fully half the fault in sterile 
marriages is found in the male partner. Such findings have 
radically altered the age-old theories that sterility was entirely 
dependent upon the female. At any rate, it is probably best 
to be expecting some possible trouble in a horse entering the 
stud, and not find any, than to blindly pass the opportunity 
to examine him and have him prove sterile or of such low 
fertility as to be practically useless in the stud, and then only 
after he has started the breeding season and it is very difficult 
to make other bookings for his mares. 

In the event that a semen examination discloses abnormali- 


ties that would indicate that a young stallion might be a “shy 
breeder,” that is, one who will get mares in foal, but not in 
such number as horsemen are willing to accept as normal, 
the first thing to find out is the cause. Here again we must 
look not so much for one specific factor but for a combina- 
tion of two or more. Some of the more common causes of 
lowered or impaired fertility are a poor physical state, in- 
fections and injuries to the genital organs, and hereditary 
factors. 

Workers in the human field have found that anxiety, worry, 
mental fatigue as well as physical exhaustion have a very 
marked effect on the fertility of the male. Such conditions 
produce a lowered sperm count, poor motility, and an in- 
creased percentage of abnormal forms. This is consistent 
with the findings regarding stallions in general. While horses 
are not, in all probability, subject to the great variety of real 
and imaginary mental upsets that are so commonplace in 
modern man, it doesn’t require a great stretch of the imagina- 
tion to detect symptoms of the “worrier,” the “bundle of 
nerves” type, or even the “neurotic” individual at almost any 
state of development from foalhood on through breaking, train- 
ing, racing, and back on the farm. 

Ordinarily we do not think of these symptoms in the 
light of their possible effect on fertility. Rather, they are 
just added hazards to be dealt with in handling and training, 
and they are important only because of the effect they may 
have on the performance of the individual. Fortunately, most 
horses that exhibit such characteristics seem to adjust them- 
selves very well when retired to the stud. The leisurely tempo 
of farm life seems to remove the nervous tension necessary to 
a certain extent in a good competitor. Then too, there is the 
plentiful supply of mixed grasses, hays, and variety of feeds 
that tend to overcome any minor and undetected deficiencies 
in the diet that could have contributed to an upset mental or 
physical state during prolonged training. 

By way of summation: it should be remembered that a 
young horse coming out of an active racing campaign needs 
time to adjust himself to the change in routine before being 
put into active stud duty. Even though his physical condi- 
tion and general health appear to be good, we can expect 
gradual improvement in his semen quality in the absence of 
more serious complication. Quite often the first semen sam- 
ple examined from a stud prospect just out of training will 
prove of excellent quality.

the pertinent portion of it being as 
follows: 


1306. Public track racing events. The provisions 
of this chapter shall not apply with respect to 
the sponsorship, management, or advertisement 
of any track racing event to which the general 
public is admitted and upon which betting is 
legal under applicable State laws. 

1 am not an expert in regard to legisla- 
tive language; however, it appears to me 
that even with the amendments suggested 
by Senator Hunt, the provisions of Sec- 
tions 1301, 1302 and 1303 might still be 
misinterpreted as to whether these Sec- 
tions affect horse racing upon which pari- 
mutuel betting is legal under State laws. 
I, therefore, respectfully suggest that con- 
sideration be given to amending Senate 
Bill 1624 by adding Section 1306 to read 
as follows: 


1306. Horse racing events. For the purposes 
of this, chapter 61, except in the case of sub- 
section 1304 specifically relating to the trans- 
mission of bets or wagers, the provisions of this 
chapter shall not apply with respect to any horse 
racing upon which pari-mutuel betting may be 
legal under the applicable State laws. 


Section 1304 of the proposed bill pro- 
hibits the transmission of bets and wagers 
in interstate commerce by telephone, tele- 
graph or radio. This portion of the bill 
should be a potent factor in eliminating 
bookmaking on a national scale because 
it should prevent the interstate transmis- 
sion of large amounts of comeback money 
and commission bets. This legislation 
should definitely curb the operations of 
large syndicate bookmakers like Frank 
Erickson and others, who daily send from 
one end of the country to the other large 
sums of lay-off money on all sports. 

Section 1304 is in no way inconsistent 
with the present policies of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, as set forth in 
its Code of Standards, with regard to 
comeback money. Therefore, the TRA en- 
dorses Senate Bill 1624 with suitable 
clarifying amendments. 

I want to thank the Committee for this 
opportunity to appear and present the 
views of the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations of the United States on these 
several bills. We feel that this-legislation 
constitutes a very constructive effort. We 
will watch with great interest the progress 
of these bills in their enactment and en- 
forcement, and you can be sure that Rac- 
ing will co-operate in every way possible 
in their implementation.

There is also a 
table showing fertility percentages for 
horses which covered ten or more mares 
in 1948.
